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MR. J. R. HE. C. DE VERSAN, K.C. 
The death of Mr. J. BR. Raoul Couturier de 
Versan, K.C., took place yesterday at his 
residence, Clyde House, Clyde road, Dublin, 
at the age of 88.

in 1921. He married his cousin, Miss 
Harrietta Whiteside, and is survived by their 
only child, a daughter. He was a member of 
the Kildare Street Club, the Sackville Street 
Club, and the Royal St. George Yacht Club.

The proceedings were of a formal character, 
addresses being given by members of the 
cl and a number of dublis representatives. 

. J. M. O'Sullivan, T.D., the former 
Minister for Education, was present, and was 
well received. On the other hand, Mr, 
Thomas Derrig, Minister for Education,’ sent 
a letter of apology for non-attendance, and, 
as this was read out the General Secre- 
tary (Mr. T. J. eh sp there was derisive 
laughter, some isering cries of ‘“‘ Shame ”’ 
the delegates.

The Most Rev. Dr. O'Brien, Bishop of 
Kerry, formally opened the proceedings. 

He said that he thought that physica) 
development should form a part of every 
curriculum in the secondary schools, Physical 
drill was part of the programme, and it would 
be well if it could be arranged to have some- 
thing of the kind in all their primary schools, 
because it was very important to build up a 
good physical constitution. 


PHYSICAL DEGENERACY 


Many people, declared Dr. O’Brien, said 
that there was physical deterioration in these 
days. Was there? There had been one 
development in recent times which would 
seem to show that there was physical 
degeneracy. If they went along the 
roads on a glorious summer's day 
they would find large numbers 
of young boys, not in the open fields, but 
hanging about tin shed dance halls. Imagine 
young boys going in from Sn ghin sun- 
shine to these badly ventila and badly 
lighted halls during broad daylight. If this 
was not a si of physical degeneracy it 
certainly would be a cause of physical 
degeneracy in the future. 

in many countries the Government had 
realised the jmportance of physical develop- 
ment, and had taken the initiative in organis- 
ing sports of various kinds, and it would be 
well if in this country they could do some- 
thing in that way. he medical inspection 
and treatment of children attending the 
primary schools was a very important step 
towards physical improvement, as was also 
the provision of meals for school children in 
the poorer districts. 

Dr. O'Brien said that in recent years there 
had been an extraordinary advance in 
knowledge concerning the forces of nature, 
but, unfortunately, that advance in knowledge 
had not been accompanied by a corresponding 
moral growth; there was the evil. Man 
strove to obtain mastery over everything 
except himself. ‘The moral side of education 
was neglected m many countries, although 
he thonght, the development of moral 
character was far more important than the 
acquisition of knowledge. 


MORAL TEACHING 


They couid have no effective moral teaching 
without religion, because the only sanction 
for morality was supplied by religion. In 
many European countries there was no pro- 
vision for teaching of that kind, and with 
all the power that knowledge gave them, 
with all the weapons it had placed in their 
hands, there was no restraint, and Europe 
to-day was in a most alarming condition. 
Fortunately, they in this country were in @ 
better position. 

Killarney Urban District Council presented 
an address of welcome to the delegates. It 
was read by Mr. E. O'Sullivan, chairman, 
and stated that the Irish National Teachers’ 
Organisation was composed of people who 
had the high responsibility of training the 
minds and moulding the characters of the 
young people of the country. 

His Council joined with the teachers in 
protesting against a regulation under which 
a teacher was liable to dismissal owing to 
circumstances over which he was unable to 
exercise the slightest control. That was 
manifestly unjust and was doubly wrong; 
for whatever was unjust to the teacher must 


have reactions injurious to the cause of 
education. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 


A warning against interference by theorists 
with the task of the teachers in securing a 
revival of the Irish language and a strong 
criticism of the report of the Inter-Depart- 
mental Committee on the question of the 
school-leaving age were features of the annual 
address by the President, Mr. 
MacSweeny, at Killarney yesterday. 

Observing that the Irish National Teachers’ 
Organisation was now in its sixty-eighth year, 
the President stated that, though much had 
been achieved, there was still much to be 
done. Education lin the country during that 
period had made considerable progress, and 
the position of the child had appreciably im- 
proved. The general public, however, was 
very slowly awakening to its responsibilities 
The teachers had achieved much for the 
benefit of the pupil and the advance of 
education from an alien Government, but 
now that the native Government had been 
accomplished they found the same arguments 
put forward when they approached those in 
Me on educational matters. The finance 

a was continually put up, the bogey of 
the last Government—with promises and the 
stock-in-trade of the present one—with sym 
pathy. The teachers had been disillusioned, 
and were again compelled to fight for justice. 


AVERAGES 


Referring to the question of averages, the 
President said that, with the decline in the 
number of school children, the position had 
caused much uneasiness, and led them to 
believe that the system whereby the appoint- 
ment and retention of teachers was governed 
by arbitrary figures of average attendance was 
unsuited to present conditions, and needed 
amendment. It had shown the absolute neces- 
sity of insisting on the security of tenure 
for all qualified teachers—a right which was 
enjoyed by every other body of public ser- 
vants. Many of their most successful teachers 
had been placed in a sorry plight during 
recent months because of a decline in average. 
and owing to circumstances over which they 
had no control whatever their services were 
dispensed with. They were cast on the road- 
side and flung on the educational scrap heap 
by a system that was absurd in its very 
essence. 

, With the number being thus placed on the 
list of road ba it was regrettable to note 
that both in the North of Ireland and the 
Saorstat there was an over supply of teachers 
being trained and placed on the market, 
For many it was a desperate situation, and 
nothing short of retention in their present 
posts, even in a redundant capacity, would 
satisfy them. The cost to the Finance De- 
partment would be comparatively trifling, and 
justice to a worthy y of am, de 
manded it, 


IRISH 


Alluding to the use of Irish as a medium 
of. proroninn in the schools, the President

As is the lawyer experienced in law, and 
xw physician in medicine, so is the teacher in 
pducation, and while one never hears of the 
advice of the layman given to the others, the 
teacher seems his special care. The interfer- 
ing, though well-meaning, layman fails to 
appreciate the fact. that the teacher. is en- 
trusted with the greatest responsibility—the 
education and moulding of the minds of the 
country’s youth—the future citizens. 

While the teachers invite and welcome con- 
structive criticism founded on experience, 
they resent interference from those who, 
actuated frequently by sel motives, or 
moved by prejudice, and blind to all others 
save their own point of view, seem to forget 
that teaching is a whole-time profession, and 
that the teachers speak from experience. 


PROVISION OF BOOKS 


The provision of books and requisites to 
children in primary schools is becoming a 
serious worry to both parents and teachers 
in the Saorstat and Northern Ireland, as the 
economic condition of the country makes it 
an increasingly difficult burden, and it 
certainly is time the Governments—North and 
South—accepted their responsibilities in that 
respect. 

The Northern Ministry has promised 
sympathetic consideration, and | trust, the 
sympathy will become practical. Seeing their 
education system is on English lines this is 
an important omission. . 

Article 10 of the Free State Constitution 
states: “All citizens of the Irish Free State 
(Saorstat Eireann) have the right to Free 
Elementary Education”’’: bat 1 hold that so 
long as books and requisites remain a charge 
on the parent or teacher, the Governmert is 
not fulfilling its legal or moral obligations, 
and insofar education is not free, 

The cost of provision to all school children 
—for theire must be no discrimination—is 
comparatively trifling, and will be well repaid 
by brighter children and happier and much 
relieved parents. 

The raising of the school-leaving age has 
received much attention from the organisation 
in recent years. It is a question which has 
been under consideration also in neighbouring 
countries. There had been ' great expecta- 
tions "’ from the examination of the subject 
by an Inter-Departmental Committee set up 
by the Minister for Education recently, but 
our hopes were doomed to disappointment; 
our expectations badly shattered by the report 
of that committee. 

“There is no case for the raising of the 


people are too immature for employment at 
the age of fourteen years,” says the report. 

This sounds very badly in a country where 
a large percentage of the adult population 
are in receipt of unemployment benefit or of 
the dole. Had the members of the Com- 
mittee the idea of cheap child labour in view 
in arriving at this decision? Had the 
Government the exploitation of the children 
as workers in view when they accepted it’ 

Education of the child is a primary duty, 
a great responsibility on any Government, 
and there should be equal educational oppor- 
tunities for all, irrespective of class—the 
child of the worker, of the artisan, of the 
small farmer should have equal facilities 
with those whose parents are in a position 
to provide adequate education for them up 
to" 18 or 20 years of age. 


CLASS DISCRIMINATION 


The findings of the Committee immediately 
showed class dis¢rimination. Young people 
are not “‘too immature for employment at 
14 years of age. The children of the 
masses, who must go on the labour market, 
are not too immature, but does the same 


(hold with regard to the children of those 


who formed the personnel of the Com- 
mittee ? 

We must, according to our present social 
system, have *‘ hewers of wood and: drawers 
of water, but it must not of necessity follow 
that the children of the artisan, the poor 
parent, should grow up destined to such; 
they should not be forced to accept it as a 
birthright, 

Equal educational rights is a just and 
equitable demand, and in a comparatively 
young—though very old—country where 
there is no official aristocracy, no honours 
list, it is inconsistent with such democratic 
tendencies and with justice that those rights 
are not available. 

From still another aspect it is most im- 
portant that the school age be extended, To 
cast youths of fourteen years of age on a 
world seething with unrest and turmoil; with 
war and rumours of war, where the very 
foundations of christianity and social life are 
threatened, where there is a tendency to deny 
even the very existence of God, is a danger to 
such youths, to the family, the Church and 
the State. 

They are flung on a crazy world and a prey 
to all the evils with which that world to-day 
is beset, at a period when the extra year or 
two would be most beneficial to their educa- 
tion, when their outlook on life is assuming 
a rational form, and when their impression- 
able and romantic minds are such a prey to 
what appears to them romanticism. 


COST VERSUS VALUE 


The committee have examined the question 
from the point of view of cost rather than 
value. They have been thinking in terms of 
thousands of pounds rather than thousands of 
future citizens. They have, in their blind 
prejudice, acquiesced in a pernicious practice 
of granting maintenance allowances in the 
form of income tax rebatements for extended 
education for the children of the rich, but 
not granting it to the children of the poor; 
for unfortunately the large rtion of 
workers do not pay income tax. This is an 
abominable anomaly, and the only way to 
rectify it is to provide for education of all 
children up to sixteen years of age, and, if 
necessary, grant the parents of the 
children a maintenance allowance for the 
extra two

RECKLESS SACRIFICE 


The reckless sacrifice of character and in- 
telligence consequent on the enforcement of 
the majority of the rising generation’ at the 
age of 14 into employment, or, worse stril, to 
idleness is a cy of madness, which, if 
persisted in, may bring about a condition of 
thmgs which the country will regret.

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Mr. William Norton, 'T.D., criticised the

In the education of the working-class 
child radical reforms are necessary, Mr. 
Norton, if you are to ensure that the child's 
mind will be receptive to the ideas and 
knowledge which the teacher can impart. rhe 
schools, probably the most structurally de- 
fective in Kurope, should be made more 
attractive to the children, so that the child 
shall be encouraged to go to, school if only 
on account of its beautv. We must make 
war on the decrepit and structurally defective 
schools, and we mus* insist on these schools 
being replaced by modern, hygienic buildings, 
which will afford the maximum of sunlight 
and the minimum of draughts. The Minister 
for Education, probably, will tell you that he 
proposes making annual allocations for 
schools, but that, in my opinion, is tackling 
the problem in a half-hearted way. We have 
been assured by the Mimster for Finance that 
the credit of this country is high, and, if that 
isso, and personally | believe it, there should 
be no hesitation on the part of the Govern- 
ment in raising a substantial Joan ‘for the 
purpose of speedily replacing the existing de- 
tective schools. That loan could be repaid

MEALS 


Dealing with the question of providing 
meals for school-going children, Mr. Norton 
said that they mast have education free on 
a wider sense than they anderstood it at pre- 
sent. In many instances children coming 


| from homes where food was almost a luxury 


were received in the schools, and the teachers 
could not impart education to them in that 
condition of under-nourishment. i 

On the question of the school-leaving age, 
the speaker said that many extraordinary re- 
ports had seen the light of day in this 
country. Many of these reports had been 
reactionary, but no report yet had been pro- 
duced which reeked so much of reaction as 
the recent inter-departmental report or the 
school-leaving age. It was clear to anyone 
who understood the inner working of State 
departments that the Committee had been set 
up, not to recommend the raising of the 
school-leaving age, but. to find arguments to 
frustrate it. The Committee seemed to 
have discharged its duty in accordance with 
the wishes of those who bad constituted it. 
The Committees imexperrence of the 
problems was demonstrated clearly by the de- 
claration that children of fourteen years of 
age were not too immature for industry. 
Fancy a child of fourteen years of age— 
tender in body and with an undeveloped 
mind—being accepted in a factory, and work- 
ing for forty-eight hours a week. Teachers 
must make sure that» that report wouhi be 
buried—unwept, unhonoured and unsung. 


APATHETIC PUBLIC 


Professor J. M. O'Sullivan, T.D., said that 
the great body of the public had no interest 
in i cam loirg The fact that there was money 
available íor other things proved that the 
people appreciated the importance oí pro- 
viding food, and other necessitics, but that 
the public did not appreciate the importance 
of providing any more money for education. 
Teachers had to convince the people, as well 
as the Government, in that matter, because 
sometimes the Governments in democratically- 
controlled countries did pay attention to 
public opinion. [f they thonght that full 
value was not being obtained for expenditure 
on education, economics or other things, 
because there was not a willingness to pay 
for the exira ‘‘ hapworth of tar, they had 
to bear in mind that it was because the 
public did not appreciate its importance, 
and there was no demand on the Govern- 
ment. except from those who were interested 
in education. Governments felt that little 
attention need be paid to them. Depart- 
mental reports, or Ministers, might be 
criticised. but, in the last resort, it was 


would agree that in the long run cheese- 
paring on educational expenditure would 
be difficult to defend, but that was not the 
point of view which the ordinary man or the 
ordinary Government would take. 

The rule regarding averages had been 
framed and Em under circumstances 
different from the present, when an occa 
gional teacher might be deprived oí a school 
for a month or so, and a situation like the 
present, in which they had large numbers 
of teachers in various parts deprived of their 
schools, and finding it impossible to get 
others had not been contemplated.

TEACHERS’ VIEWS

Miss Margaret McFayden, Vice-President 
of the Edncational Institute of Scotland, one 
of the fraternal delegates, said that it al- 
ways had been the case that the first public 
service to be affected by economic stress was 
that of education. She maintained that eduv- 
cation was a big co-operative movement, not 
only national, but international, and they, 
therefore, must have every party in that co- 
operation doing their very best, and trained 
in the besi possible way for the work of 
teaching. They in Scotland had recognised 
that, no matter what might be its social 
status, the child should receive the best pos- 
sible education.

Alice WCaythorn 


The Rockthorns, the Whitethorns, the 
Blackthorns, and the Maythorns—and 
every one of them an Alice, have been 
making history now for over twenty years. 
Probably longer than that, but my 
memory of this great line only goes back 
to Alice Rockthorn, whom Dr. “ Paddy ”’ 
Osborne reminded me after his Grand 
National win on Monday, was the grand 
dam of his winner, Alice Maythorn. I 
remember in 1914, how Alice Rockthorn— 
then the property of the late James 
Nugent—won the Galway Plate. That 
"game mare was ridden by Mr. P. Nugent 
(now a veteran), when she beat the 
favourite, ridden by the late Paget 
O’Brien Butler—a crack amateur of the 
time. War had just been declared, and 
poor Mr. O’Brien Butler went straight 
from Galway racecourse to join his regi- 
ment in France. He was killed at the 
front about three weeks later. Dr. 
Osborne purchased Alice Rockthorn some 
time afterwards, and from her he bred 
Alice Whitethorn, who in turn produced 
this Maythorn beauty—another Alice! 
Dr. Osborne reminded me that this great 
female line traces right back to Stockwell 
and Birdcatcher, and all the best Irish 
blood of old times. There is no more 
popular owner racing than Dr. Paddy 
Osborne, who is an all-round sportsman. 
I am afraid the part of his victory which 
he did not appreciate so much on Monday 
was the obligation of posing for his photo- 
graph. This act in the drama followed 
the presentation of Mrs. Maher's Cup, by 
Lady Finga!l. Both this gracious lady, 
and the recipient of the Cup had to face 
quite a battery of cameras. 


Lady Juliet Pakenham 


Lady Juliet Pakenham was one of the 
Easter visitors to Ireland. Lady Juliet is 
a sister of the Earl of Longford. and 
although that makes her Irish, none of 
the Longford sisters ever seem to have 
identified themselves with Irish life. as 
both their brothers—the Earl and the 
Hon. Frank Pakenham—have done. They 
have spent most of their time in London. 
Lady Julict, who is a very pretty, fair- 
haired girl, is a great friend of Miss Molly 
Morrogh Ryan, with whom she is staying 
at Dunbovne Castle. I imagine her tastes 
lie more in the intellectual line of country 
than in sporting activities, for, although 
Miss Morrogh Ryan went to Fairyhouse, 
as micht be expected, Lady.

Her father, the 
late Earl of Longford, and his brother, 
the Hon. Edward Pakenham, were Masters 
of the Westmeath Hounds for years before 
the War. Although the present Earl, 
whom we have come to associate altogether 
with the stage and authorship, tells you 
he does not hunt. he, too, has been Master 
of the Westmeaths until recently. 


Hat Fashions 


I see that a concerted effort is to be 
made by those engaged in the hat trade 
to induce the young men of the present 
generation to take to head-gear again. 
Only middle-aged or elderly men seem to 
wear hats or caps nowadays, and the hat 
protagonists urge that this is not only bad 
for trade, and a cause of unemployment, 
but that it is also conducive to a lack of 
dicnity. With those who. wear hats the 
trilby is still the most popalar—although 
various attempts, some of them emanat- 
ing from the highest quartérs, have been 
made to revive the straw hat, or boater, 
as a summer head covering. Thirty years 
ago the bowler hat was almost universally 
worn, while the trilby was confined to 
artists and musicians, and was, indeed, 
regarded as a mark of evcentricity. The 
cap has almost disappeared, or been re- 
placed by the beret, and the tall hat is 
rarely seen except on ceremonial occa- 
sions. Another argument put forward 
for the restoration of the hat to its former 
glory is the fact that it is difficult,for a 
bareheaded young man to show proper re- 
spect for his friends of the opposite sex 
when he happens to meet them. He is re- 
stricted to a mere bow, which often de- 
generates into a@ casual nod. He may, 


perhaps, take refuge in a Nazi or Fascist 
salute, but this is hardly equivalent to 


that old-world gesture of courtesy—the 
raising of the hat. 


Crees in Flower 


I suppose the great charm of April con- 
sists mainly in the profusion of spring 


to bring to perfection. Daffodils, narcissi, 
and tulips compel admiration everywhere. 
The pleasure we derive from their gay 


But I could not colouring serves to distract attention from 


another kind of inflorescence, the flowering 
of the woodland trees, which takes place 
at the same time in less conspicucue 
fashion, Everyone is familiar, of course, 
with cherry blossom, and the “‘ cafidles ’ 
of the horse-chestnut, but the flowers of 
the oak, ash, larch, and sycamore require 
close. inspection to be appreciated. 
Indeed, the green or yellow fim whieh 
may be seen across the woods in the 
distance is due as much to the flowers as 
to the young leaves. The male flowers of 
the oak are now long pendant tassels, 
while the female flowers may be found a 
little higher up under the lcaves. The 
sheaths of sycamore blossoms are touched 
with crimson where they are turned 
towards the sun, and the larch has flowers 
of the same colour, although they are 
already turning into brown cones. The 
ash is thrusting forth quantities of 
greenish-brown blossoms on its highest 


branches, the birch is covered with yellow 


catkins, and the willow looks as if it had 
been dipped in gold, Those great trees 
not require brilliant colour, or 
fragrance, or stores of honey, to ensure 
fertilisation, since they depend, not on 
insects, but on the April winds, for this 
service. Yet their small flowers are quite 
as marvellous in their own way as the 
most highly cultivated garden blossoms. 


Ballet and Aime 


I observe in Dublin, latterly, an in- 
creased interest in ballet and mime. These 
two divisions of dancing are generally con- 
founded by the amateur. My friend, Miss 
Eveline Burchill, an enthusiast in her pro- 
fession of dancing-teacher, has been 
explaining the difference to me, and in- 
cidentally bestowing on my ignorance a 
good deal of dancing lore. Ballet, it 
seems, is restricted to beautiful movement. 
Mime is the expression of emotion by 
means of gesture. Some times the gesture 
is so explicit as to tell a story. A certain 
King of Pontus, in the time of Nero; 
wished to bring one of the Roman 
Emperor's mimes back with him, so that 
he might be able to converse with some of 
his subject tribes whose language he did 
not understand. It is possible that the 
Italians, who were always masters of 
mime, communicate with the Abyssinians 
in this manner—when their supply of ex- 
plosive bombs had run out. Ballet danc- 
ing, Miss Burchill explained to me, is a 
combination of ballet and mime, of beauti- 
ful movement and significant gesture fused 
into a single work of art. She instanced 
“The Spectre of the Rose’ as a well- 
known and easily-grasped example. 

Modern ballet had its rise in Italy in 
the sixteenth century. The gorgeous and 
heavy clothing worn then by the dancers 
made easy movement impossible. For 
long the pattern of the ballet dance was 
horizontal, traced by the dancers’ feet in 
a complicated pattern on the stage. Then 
clothing became lighter—and scantier. 
The limbs could be raised with grace of 
movement, The pattern of the ballet 
dance became vertical as well as hori- 
zontal, a design against the back cloth as 
well as a pattern on the stage ffoor. 
Dancing sur les pointes developed still 
later, with its appearance of ‘* much being 
supported on little,”’ which creates so com 
plete an illusion of aery movement. 

In the eighteenth century entr’actes of 
ballet when stage plays were being per- 
formed became common. They were not

At early hours of the morning 
numerous jaunting cars convey from the 
city large parties of visitors to partake of 
that sanative beverage amidst the reviving 
scenery which the animals have browzed.”’ 
Incidentally, some months ago a friend 
tells me that at Stepaside, which is only 
a few miles from Dundrum, a cottager 
asked him to sample a drink of goats’ 
whey. He said it was not by any means 
disagreeable. Taken hot it is still. re 
garded in many parts of Ireland as a great

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Roosevelt's America 


One cannot but admire the gallantry 
of President Franklin Delano Roosevelt. 
The United States of America are so huge ; 
their nationalities are so various ; industry 
and agriculture there have been deve- 
loped to such abnorma) heights—that the 
man whio seeks to impose his will upon the 
nation, against its own, must be gifted 
with courage beyond the ordinary. For 
three years President Roosevelt has done 
battle against a host of enemies. He 
found the United States at the lowest 
level, economic and moral, in its history, 
and set himself, with. untiring energy, to 
pluck it írom the morass. How far he has 
succeeded, im those three years, it is im- 
possible to tell. That American industry 
is im a sounder condition than then is 
certain; that the unemployment figures 
are lower is also certain ; that the corrupt 
rule of big business, on the one hand, and 
of the criminal, on the other hand, has 
received a severe check, 
denial. One cannot know whether these 
results would, or would not. have been 
achieved without President Roosevelt's 
revolutionary experiments in administra- 
tion ; but the fact remains that they have 
been achieved, and. even if they fall short 
of his aspirations, they still remain a very 
great accomplishment. Soon the people 
of the United States will be asked to pass 
judgment. President Roosevelt proposes 
to seek re-election to the White House, 
and, if he obtains it, to continue the work 
of the past three years. 
doubt that his campaign will succeed.

The American people are not highly 
educated in politics, but they have enough 
sense to realise that a stoppage of the 
President’s activities might easily spell 
ruin to the nation. He has changed, or 
has tried to change, the whole direction 
of American industry, and the change has 
not been achieved without appalling diffi- 
Yet another change to the old 
direction might throw the whole machinery 
out of gear. 


culty. 


It is true that the President’s major 
policies have been disrupted. His 
“ N.R.A.” plan for the reorganisation 
of industry has been denounced by the 
Supreme Court as illegal, and the same 
fate has overtaken his ‘‘A.A.A.’’ scheme 
for the improvement of agriculture. One 
would think that these reverses would have 
taken the heart out of the President ; but, 
apparently, he is as resolute as ever. If 
he had done nothing clse, he would have 
been entitled to glory as the man who 
first taught the die-hard financiers and 
industrialists of the United States that 
they are living in a rapidly changing 
world, and that their methods must be 
changed in accordance with modern con- 
ditions. Looking overseas, the people of 
the United States observe that Russia, 
Italy and Germany have discarded the old 
organisation of industry. By direct State 
control in those countries, and by the 
crippling power of taxation in other 
countries, the excesses of capitalism have 
been checked ; if socialism reigns nominally 
in only one nation, it reigns, under 
different names and in varying measure. 
in most of the States of Europe. America 
alone remains the stronghold of capitalism 
in its fully-fledged, Victorian form; 
America, in a word, is the sole genuinely 
capitalistic nation. In that fact she 
rejoiced—until 1929. Then it became 
apparent that United States were no 
more secure than anywhere else, and that 
they, too, must bow to the inevitable. In 
effect, President Roosevelt’s policy, until 
its defeat in the courts last year, was a 
policy of socialisation, parallel to that oí 
Signor Mussolini in Italy and of Herr 
Hitler in Germany. His wings, indeed,

the equally ‘violent mad descent into 
another sink of suffering and disillusion- 
ment.” To that end the nation must 
acquire what is called here a social con- 
science. Industry must be reorganised so 
that employment can be distributed more 
evenly ; the school age must be extended ; 
working hours must be reduced ; fair wages 
must be guaranteed. If industry cannot 
effect these reforms for itself the Govern- 
ment must be prepared to effect them. 
What is all this but the talk which has 
been alternately applauded and denounced 
as “ socialism " for the past thirty years 
in Europe? Yet its truth is self-evident. 
The wealth of the United States is con. 
centrated into so few hands that the whole 
economic foundation is unstable; and, 
even when the instability is admitted, 
Congress is so largely corrupt that it 
refuses to take any preventive measures. 
It is possible that by now the walls of a 
securer edifice would have begun to rise, 
if the Supreme Co had not curbed the 
President's adsl As matters stand 
there is much ground for fear that America 
will relapse, and that the old alternation of 
prosperity and distress will begin anew. 
Yet we think that these three years have 
done something; they have brought the 
lurking danger to light, and American in- 
dustry cannot fail to be influenced by fear 
of it. Another depression will ruin the 
whole structure until it is rebuilt ; for the 
working people have become conscious of 
their place in industry, and will not 
tolerate further gambling with their lives 
and fortunes. It begins to look, indeed, as 
if the impending Presidential contest in 
the United States will represent a 
struggle between Roosevelt’s half-socialism 
and the red shadow of Karl Marx.

The Coal Strike 


The stoppage in the Dublin coal trade 
has been in existence now for more than 
three weeks, and there seems to be no sign 
of settlement.

severely. For a time after the beginning 
of the strike supplies of turf and wood 
were fairly easy to obtain, and families 
with gas or electric cookers were able to 
keep their sitting-room fires going with 
alternative fuels. Now it seems that the 
supplies of turf and wood are becoming 
exhausted. Many householders have been 
left without any kind of heating, and 
elderly persons are being inconvenienced 
seriously through the intense cold. 
Furthermore, business of all kinds is being 
affected. Most big firms had fairly sub- 
stantial stocks of coal when the strike 
began, but after nearly four weeks many 
of them are beginning to feel the pinch. 
We announce to-day that one important 
manufacturing establishment in the city 
han been forced to dispense with the 
services of no fewer than four hundred 
workers. This case is not isolated, and if 
the strike continues much longer unem- 
ployment will become widespread. We 
need not go into the origins of the strike. 
It is the usual story of a demand by the 
men for more money and easier conditions, 
which the employers are not prepared to 
grant. The Irish Coal Importers, Limited, 
declare that the men obtained substantia! 
improvements in both wages and conditions 
refused 


last few days, 


and have 
resolutely to meet their claims. Now the 
matter has reached a crisis. The men are 
talking of an embargo on all forms of 
fuel, which will deprive the unfortunate 
people even of the meagre supplies of turf 
and firewood which have been available up 
to the present. The Department of In- 
dustry and Commerce, the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin, and the Trades Union Council 
have been doing their best to arrange a 
settlement ; but so far all their efforts have 
been in vain. We feel very strongly that 
in a dispute of this nature the Government 
ought to exert all its influence on both 
parties to bring the strike to a speedy 
end. The general public is being held up 
to ransom in the most shameless manner ; 
and, while we would be the last in the 
world to question the right of any body 
of workers to collective bargaining, no 
trade union—and for that matter no body 
of employers—has the right to deprive the 
whole community of an essential of life. 
It is high time that a conference should be 
held in order to pave the way for a settle- 
ment. We suggest that the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce should invite both 
parties to meet him without further delay, 
and that, if their differences cannot be 
reconciled, the Government should take 
immediate steps to ensure the people's 
supplies of fuel.

Itish Dancing 


Irish traditional dancing is a beautiful 
and distinctive thing—at first. It has a 
fine austerity that makes it unique; it 
demands the utmost agility and skill.

thing to them it is Irish dancing, 
and for no other reason. Similar is 
their attitude towards “ Irish traditional 
music '-—that endléss repetition of the 
same air which can be heard every other 
night from Radio Athlone. Ireland has 
lovely airs, in all conscience; but their 
loveliness is being killed by those 
traditionalists who will allow no change, 
who ‘do not know that music is a living, 
developing, dynamic art, never complete, 
but ever building upon the past, and ever- 
changing to more and more elaborate 
forms, As practised to-day, Irish tradi- 
tional music and Irish traditional dancing 
are monotonous and moribund; and their 
true lover will seek to bring them into 
line with the music and dancing of other 
nations. The traditionalists, of course, 
will condemn his efforts, just as they will 
condemn the excellent sentiments which 
the Reverend Father Michael has expressed 
at the Father Mathew Feis. He looks for 
the establishment of a distinctive Irish 
ballet. The Russian and other ballets, he 
says, have grown from the folk dances, 
and, in like manner, the masters of danc- 
ing here in Ireland ought to work on the 
tradition, and to ‘‘ make an Irish ballet a 
thing of beauty and a joy for ever.” 
Therein speaks the artist, and the real 
standard-bearer of national culture. We 
commend Father Michael's words to all 
who are content to believe that a thing is 
good because it is old. 


A League of Audiences 


A League of Audiences recently was 
formed in Great Britain, and its objects 
were described in a letter printed in The 
Times yesterday. It wishes to “ preserve 
personal interpretation of music and 
drama,’’ to unite all people who wish to 
see such methods preserved, and to rouse 
the electorate to demand Government help 
for music and drama. These are worthy 
aims, though at first sight the means 
taken to obtain them seem rather odd. 
Surely there is a “ league of audiences ”’ 
already? If mechanised entertainments 
have become a threat to the more persona! 
forms of art, the reason is not that the 
public has been unable to express its real 
wishes, but that it has expressed them al! 
too forcibly. A majority vote has decided 
that gramophone records are preferable to 
concert tickets, and cinema ff stars ” to 
living actors ; and from that verdict there 
is little chance of a successful appeal. 
Certainly, when the audience has given 
its judgment, it does not seem likely that 
an official League of Audiences would do 
very much to make it change its mind. 
Yet, as a minority movement, such a 
League might bring good results. At the 
moment, when popular taste is the ruling 
factor in every kind of entertainment, it 
is more than ever necessary for the people 
whose tastes are different to fight for what 
they value, and to prevent it from being 
submerged. Together, they might be able 
to use influence to persuade their Govern- 
ments that good plays and good musiv 
cannot always pay their way, and that 
they deserve ag much State support as 
the equally “ uncommercial”’ picture- 
galleries and museums. - In the meantime, 
such members of the public might make a 
rather more determined effort on their 
own account to support the things which 
they approve. There would be less talk 
to-day of the serious position of theatres 
and concert-halls if all the votes in their 
favour had been cast where they have the 
greatest effect—at the box-office.

He died in 
Lisieux, the town whose Mayor he has been 
for the past forty-two years. 

M. Cheron, who was 68 years old, was 
Minister of Finance in three Cabinets— 
Poincare, Briand and Tardieu—and 
Minister of War in Paul Boncour’s Cabinet 
in 1932-33. He resigned as Minister of 
Justice in the Doumergue Government, 
following the Marseilles assassinations, 
and has since devoted himself to his duties 
as Mayor of Lisieux. 


A HAGUE INCIDENT 


M. Cheron will, perhaps, be best re 
membered in Britain on account of the 
“- grotesque, ridiculous ' incident at The 
Hague Conference half-a-dozen years ago. 

he Powers then were discussing the 
eternal question of the German debt. M. 
Cheron, as French Minister of Finance, 
made a suggestion. Viscount Snowden, as 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, retorted that 
M. Cheron’s remarks were “‘ grotesque and 
ridiculous.’’ M. Cheron, who had a sense 
of humour, but also a sense of dignity, was 
chagrined. The French Press becam,» 
very excited, and Franco-British relations 
were strained. Viscount Snowden made 
amends by explaining that “ grotesque ”’ 
and ‘ ridiculous ' do not have the same 
meaning in English as they do in French.

PAID-OFF 


SEEKING A BASIS FOR 
NEGOTIATION

IA Bout 400 workers have been paid-off 
by one Dublin firm, and ó4 by an- 
other, as a result of the coal shortage. 

The members of the larger group are 
employed by Messrs. Williams and Woods, 
jam, chocolate and confectionery manu- 
facturers. A representative of the firm 
stated yesterday that some of the depart- 
ments were still working, and that orders 
would be completed as usual, but that a 
large portion of the manufacturing end 
has been completely closed down, and is 
not likely to be re-opened before the strike 
has been settled. 

The closing down of the second firm— 
Messrs. Walter Brown, Hanover street— 
has been forecast for some days past. This 
firm had experimented with such substi- 
tutes for coal as turf and anthracite, but 
the management was not satisfied with 
the results obtained. A skeleton staff is 
being retained, however, and all orders 
will be fulfilled from stock. 

It is feared that the decision of the 
managements of these factories is merely 
the forerunner of other such decisions. 

For the moment, however, the bakeries 
that are nearing the end of their fuel re- 
sources will continue to work. An 
official of the Irish Bakers’, Con- 
fectioners’ and Allied Workers’ Union 
learned yesterday that it was un- 
likely that any bakers would be 
paid-off this week. In some cases 
the fuel problem is being met by mixing 
coke and coal. It is expected that this 
experiment will prove satisfactory, but 
another problem will arise when the pre- 
sent low stocks of coal are exhausted. It is 
almost certain that men then will be paid 
off and the output curtailed. 


SHORTAGE OF FUEL 


The public continue to suffer severely 
as a result of the stoppage. The seemingly 
abundant suplies of turf and coke which 
were being hawked from door to door in 
most parts of the city before Easter would 
seem to be almost exhausted. 

Long queues of applicants for fuel were 
to be seen at the entrances to the Alliance 
and Dublin Consumers’ Gas Company's 
premises yesterday. Employés of the com- 
pany state that they are serving pre-strike 
customers only and that it is very unlikely 
that the new applicants will be supplied. 

The Joint Strike Committee has taken 
no decision on the strikers’ demand for a 
general embargo on fuel, but picketing of 
outside supplies has been tightened up. 
Hundreds of applications to move fuel 
from one destination to another have been 
refused, and the men are keeping a close 
watch on coal shops and hawkers. 

Small supplies of coal are reaching the 
city from outside ports, and some factors 
are taking the risk of exposing them for 
sale. Losses through interference with 
such supplies are said to be large. 

Messrs. C. H. Williams and Co., 
St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin, do not 
propose to bring in any further supplies 
for the moment, owing to the pilfering 
which is alleged to have taken place on 
the last occasion. It is understood that 
this firm is prepared to continue to relieve 
the situation if berthage can be obtained 
at the North Wall Extension or other 
enclosed portions of the docks, and if the 
firm and the Prices Commission can agree 
about a fair price for the coal. 

There is still a possibility that inde- 
pendent exporters from two provincial 
towns may make arrangements for ship- 
ments to Dublin, but none are expected 


| during the present week. 


NO NEGOTIATIONS AT 
PRESENT 


Representatives of Irish Coal Importers, 
Ltd., indicated yesterday that there was 
no change in the general situation, and 
that negotiations on the workers’ demands 
were unlikely to be re-opened while the 
strike continued in its present form. 

The Lord Mayor, the Department of 
Industry and Commerce, and representa- 
tives of the Dublin Trade Union Council 
are endeavouring to find a basis on which 
the parties might agree to meet, but up 
to a late hour last night no concrete pro- 
posal had been made. 

A mass meeting of the strikers at 192 
Pearse street, Dublin, last night, was 
addressed by Mr. J. Ellis, General Secre- 
tary, Irish Seamen’s and Port Workers’ 
Union, and other speakers. 

Mr. Ellis said that the stoppage might 
continue for a considerable period, and 
would certainly continue as long as the 
employers refused to negotiate before the 
strike was called off. The Strike Com. 
mittee, he said, would decide to-day 
whether or not there would be a general 
embargo on all sorts of fuel. 


The coal factors also held a meeting last 
night. 


SCENE IN A COAL YARD 


A quantity of coal was taken from a 
yard in Stoneybatter, Dublin, yesterday 
evening by a number of men.

HE P. and O. liner Ranpura, with 

£10,000,000 worth of Chinese art 
treasures on board, to-day ran aground 
in a rough sea in the Bay of Gibraltar. 

The 16,688 tons liner left Tilbury on 
Friday, bound for Shanghai, carrying her 
usual complement of passengers and the 
ninety steel cases containing the Chinese 
treasures which had been loaned for the 
art exhibition at a House. 

She steamed into the bay this morning 
and anchored outside the hinthous in the 
usual way. There was a strong sea and a 
south-easterly gale blowing so fiercely 
that the services between Gibraltar and 
Algeciras, carrving mail to and from 
England between Gibraltar and Morocco, 
had had to be cancelled. 

It appears that the Ranpura dragged 
her anchors after the first tender carrying 
passengers ashore to Gibraltar had left 
the ship. She was carried by the seas and 
the gale and grounded. 

Two Admiralty tugs rushed to her assist- 
ance, but refloating operations will not be 
attempted until this morning. It is under- 
stood that the Ranpura is in no immediate 
danger, and is hoping to be able to get 
off under her own steam.

BIGGEST EXPORT 
MARKET PROSPECTS 


POSSIBILITY OF LOWER

BELFAST, Tuesday. 
HE announcement made in Washington 
TT that preliminary discussions have begun 
for the conclusion of a trade agreement 
between Great Britain and the United States 
is of considerable interest to the linen 
industry. Almost half the total exports of 
[rish hnén goods go to the United States, 
which is the largest export market, and 
absorbs more linen goods than all the British 
Dominions combined 
The United States manufactures. very little 
linen, but imports large quantities oí hnen 
in the piece and finished goods from Ireland 
and the Continent of Europe, and more 
recently from Russia, which is now supplying 
heavy quality goods. ‘lhe Irish industry has 
had to put up a stiff fight agamst these 
echeaply-produced linen goods from Russia and 
Czechoslovakia on the American market, 
which at one time was the preserve of the 
Irish hnen industry. 


LOP-SIDED TRADING 

Last year the United States sent to the 
United Kingdom goods worth £87,500,0U0, 
against British exports to the United States 
valued at only £22,884,000. ‘Ihe new trade 
agreement will endeavour to balance 
fairly this lop-sided trade position. In doing 
so it is natural that the United States will 
seek to facilitate the import of goods which 
do not compete with similar goods 
manufactured in their own country. 
As they have practically no 
linen industry it is anticipated that the 
Irish linen industry will stand to gain con- 
siderably in reductions of tariffs under the 
linen schedules, which, incidentally, will 
enable Irish manufacturers to compete on tiie 
American market more fairly with cheap Con- 
tinental goods. 

The Ottawa agreement was a great help 
to the linen industry in extending the exports 
to the Dominions. Since 1931, when the 
agreement was entered into, the linen piece 
goods exported to the Dominions have in- 
creased by sixty per cent. Of the total out- 
put of linen goods last year forty per cent. 
were absorbed by the United Kingdom, 
almost twenty-six per cent. were exported to 
the United States, and seventeen per cent. 
to the British Dominions, the balance of 
seventeen per cent. being distributed over 
other foreign countries. 


THE PRE-WAR POSITION 

Prior to the Great War the United States 
absorbed more linen than it does to-day. The 
total export of all linen cloth in 1912 was 
250 million yards, compared with only 78 
million last year.

SAFE FROM THE STORM 
FOR MANY YEARS

The dangers of 1914 were simple compared 
with the dangers of to-day, declared the Rev. 
J. 8. Rutheriord, when opening a conference 
on “Ireland’s Contribution to a Christian 
World Order,” under the auspices of the 
Irish Christian Fellowship, in the Friends’ 
Meeting House, Eustace street, Dublin. last 
night. 

The world was passing through a terrible 
crisis, he added. The world was changing 
politically, economically, intellectually, 
morally, and religiously. Ireland was safe 
from the storm for many vears, and it might 
again come about that Jreland would have a 
contribution to make to the Christian world 
order. 

M. Henry Louis Henriod, of Geneva, 
the General Secretary of the Universal 
Christian Council-of Life and Work, address- 
ing the conference on '' The Present World 
Situation,” said that what the League of 
Nations lacked was a soul. Among the 
ideologies prevalent at the present time were 
Nationalism and Communism.

HE state of suspended animation in 
which the Free State Senate remains 
at the moment, and the ible date of 
the next step towards its nal extinction, 
are the subject of general speculation in 
political circles. e singular thing is 
that neither in the Opposition nor in the 
Government side of politics can any 31n- 
formation be gleaned. The general belief 
appears to be that everything in 
matter of the Senate’s fate depends upon: 
President de Valera, and that during his 
enforced absence from. Dublin nothing is 
likely to be done. 

It was ascertained yesterday that the 
President’s progress towards convalescence 
is satisfactory and steady, and the ex- 
pectation is that he will be back in Dublin 
during the coming week. It is not thought 
that he will at once resume his full 
activities. His medical advisers will, no 
doubt, endeavour to persuade him tó take 
a rest from his more arduous responsi- 
bilities. Those who know him best, how- 
ever, feel that this will be difficult. 

Naturally, the President’s absence will 
have its effects on the plans which he had 
made for the session of the Dail, and for 
this reason it is quite probable that the 
date for the final dissolution of the Senate 
may be postponed beyond that which had 
been originally intended. 

At its latest sitting, on April 1st, the 
Senate adjourned sine die, the intention 
being that it should not meet again until 
early in May. At that sitting a discussion 
of the cement quota was under considera. 
tion, and was left unfinished. It is argued, 
therefore, that there must be at least one 
further sitting in order to complete the 
business already begun. There are those, 
however, who take the view that business 
introduced in the Dail while the Senate 
is in existence should pass through both 
Houses. | 

There is also the question of readjust- 
ing the Standing Orders of the Dail, so as 
to provide for the addition of an extra 
stage for bills when the Senate has been 
abolished. This was promised by the 
President when he moved to send the 
Abolition. Bill finally to the Senate, 
Several other minor matters require atten- 
tion before the change over to a single 
Chamber Legislature can be completely 
effected. 

In all the circumstances i seems to be 
fairly evident that the Senate may remain 
in existence at least till the adjournment 
for the summer recess,

In a leading article The Times observes: 
A serious and not altogether unhopefn! 
efíort is being made to-day to bring about 
negotiations for peace between Italy and 
Abyssinia. There will be a preliminary 
talk between Sefior de Madariaga, the 
chairman of the Committee of. Thirteen, 
and Baron Aloisi, the representative of 
the Italian Government, who left Rome 
for Geneva yesterday with Signor Musso- 
lini’s instructions. 

In the situation as it is, and as the 
Duce knows it to be, there are facts which 
may well dispose him to think that a 
negotiated peace may bring Italy greater 
benefits than could be won by the indefinite 
prolongation of war, with its cost in lives 
and in economic sacrifice and its effect 
upon Italy’s position in Europe. There 
are, moreover, political, economic and 
financial considerations to be taken into 
account. A dictatorship may have the 
advantage in waging war, that more 
easily than a democracy it can direct 
all the activities and resources of 
the nation towards a single object; 
but the strain of the war is not 
less severe, and may well become 
intolerable if prolonged indefinitely. The 
cost in money alone has been enormous 
already, depleting the gold reserve and 
piling up a huge and growing debt. The 
concentration upon war activities has dis- 
located every kind of trade and industry. 
These effects have been intensified by the 
refusal of the League Powers, in fulfilment 
of their specific obligations under the 
Covenant, to permit their nationals to 
facilitate aggression by helping the 
aggressor nation through normal com- 
mercial dealings. The measures which 
they have taken to this end have not been 
by any means ineffective, as the Italian 
Press has attempted to make the world 
believe. 

In these facts, continues The Times, 
there is a stronger promise of a negotiated 
pose than would appear on the surface.

The trials will be held off the coast of 
Arran, and also out in the Atlantic off 
the northern coast of Ireland. The liner 
will be away from Southampton about a 
week, and when she returns to her home 
port it will be in preparation for her 
maiden voyage. 

It is understood that during her trials 
she may cover the measured mile twenty- 
five times. The trials will comprise many 
tests besides speed, including fuel consump- 
tion, manceuvring and flexibility. Each 
night after trials she will anchor at 
Craigendoran, at the mouth of the Gare 
Loch. 

Since the liner has been in Southampton 
more than a hundred thousand people have 
visited the port to view her. 

After her trials the Queen Mary will 
become a Cunard-White Star ship, passing 
to her place at the head of the great 
Atlantic fleet.

Dr, 
Dieckhoff was Counsellor of Embassy in 
London from 1926 to 1930.

HE Sligo Feis Ceoil was in full swing

In the morning session at the Gillooly Hall 


the most satisfactory feature was the high 
standard reached in the competitions for violin 
playing. In the class for the Silver Cup, in 
which there were six competitors, the 
standard was so high as to draw from Mr.
